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Department  of  Defense  military  prime  contract  awards  of  $10,000  or 
more  for  research  and  development,  services,  construction,  and  supplies 
and  equipment  awarded  during  fiscal  year  1977  totaled  $50.4  billion, 

$8.4  billion  more  than  in  fiscal  year  1976.  Large  awards  for  aircraft, 
missile  and  space  systems,  electronics  and  communication  equipment,  and 
ships  which  are  dominated  by  large  contractors  resulted  in  67.7$  of 
total  procurement  being  awarded  to  100  companies  which,  together  with 
their  subsidiaries,  received  the  largest  dollar  volume  of  prime  contracts 
of  $10,000  or  more. 

The  top  100  companies  received  $34.1  billion  in  defense  prime 
contracts  during  fiscal  year  1977  or  67.7$  of  the  $50.4  billion  awarded 
to  all  companies.  In  fiscal  year  1976,  the  top  100  companies  received 
$28.9  billion  or  69.0$  of  the  volume  of  all  awards.  The  table  shows 
that  the  first  five  companies  received  17.7$  of  the  total  received  by 
all  companies  in  fiscal  year  1977,  compared  with  19.1$  during  fiscal 
year  1976.  The  largest  company  in  fiscal  year  1977  received  awards 
totaling  almost  $2.6  billion  compared  with  $2.5  billion  for  the  largest 
company  in  fiscal  year  1976.  To  get  on  the  list  in  fiscal  year  1977 
required  $62  million  in  awards,  as  opposed  to  $42  million  in  fiscal 
year  1976.

Of  the  87  companies  appearing  on  the  list  in  both  fiscal  year  1976 
and  fiscal  year  1977 5  38  advanced  their  position,  43  are  in  a  lower 
position,  and  6  showed  no  change.  Companies  are  considered  as  appearing 
on  the  list  in  both  years  despite  mergers,  acquisitions,  divestitures, 
and  name  changes  if  a  major  component  of  a  newly  constituted  company  or 
the  newly  constituted  company  itself  made  the  list  as  a  component  of  a 
company  in  the  top  100  in  the  prior  year. 


The  dollar  volume  of  DoD  prime  contracts  awarded  to  Rockwell 
International  Corporation  increased  by  $514  million  over  fiscal  year 
1976.  This  was  the  largest  dollar  change  occurring  and  moved  this 
company  up  in  rank  from  tenth  position  in  fiscal  year  1976  to  sixth 
place  in  fiscal  year  1977-  Other  companies  with  large  dollar  volume 
increases  were:  Grumman  Corporation,  Boeing  Company,  United  Technologies 
Corporation,  and  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation.  Contract  Awards  to 
Grumman  Corporation  which  went  from  eighth  place  to  seventh  place  increased 
by  $446  million  while  each  of  the  other  aforementioned  companies  increased 
by  $4o4  million,  $352  million,  and  $320  million  respectively. 


Other  companies  with  major  position  changes  this  year  were:  Pacific 
Resources,  Inc.,  which  went  from  44th  place  to  91st;  Sanders  Associates, 
Inc.,  from  67th  to  97th;  Morrison-Knudsen  Co.,  Inc.,  from  42nd  to  63rd; 
and  Texaco,  Inc.,  from  43rd  to  71st. 

Other  changes  concerning  companies  on  the  fiscal  year  1977  list 
were:  the  acquisition  by  Transamerica  Corporation  of  Saturn  Airways,  Inc., 
and  the  name  change  for  Lockheed  Aircraft  Corporation,  now  Lockheed 
Corporation. 
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Although  the  contract  work  of  many  companies  on  the  list  include 
more  than  one  procurement  category,  each  company  has  been  assigned  in 
the  following  table  to  the  procurement  category  that  accounts  for  its 
largest  dollar  volume  of  defense  awards}  for  example,  International 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Corporation  is  a  multi-industry  company 
producing  electronic  and  communications  equipment,  and  industrial 
and  consumer  products.  For  this  table  it  is  assigned  to  "Electronics," 
the  procurement  category  accounting  for  its  largest  dollar  volume  of 
DoD  contract  awards.  On  this  basis,  companies  producing  "Services" 
decreased  by  four,  while  companies  producing  "Ships,  Tank  Automotive, 
Ammunition,  and  Petroleum"  each  increased  by  two.

During  fiscal  year  1977,  eleven  companies  received  prime  contract 
awards  of  $1  billion  or  more.  The  eleven  companies  and  a  brief 
description  of  their  more  important  defense  work  are  as  follows: 

McDonnell  Douglas  Corporation,  with  a  total  of  $2,574  million 
in  DoD  prime  contract  awards,  heads  the  list  for  the  second  consecutive 
year.  This  was  an  increase  of  $110  million  from  fiscal  year  1976; 
however,  the  company's  share  of  the  total  DoD  contract  volume  was 
0.8  percent  below  last  year.  The  major  aircraft  contracts  for  this 
company  continue  to  be  the  F-15  EAGLE,  F-4  PHANTOM,  and  the  F-l8 
prototype.  Major  missile  work  included  the  AGM-84  HARPOON,  and  the 
Ballistic  Missile  Defense  System. 

Lockheed  Corporation  (formerly  Lockheed  Aircraft  Corporation) 
continued  in  number  two  position  for  the  second  consecutive  year  with 
awards  totaling  $1,673  million.  Although  the  company  received  $164 
million  more  in  awards,  its  shafe  this  year  was  3*3  percent  of  the 
total,  compared  with  3*6  percent  last  year.  The  largest  awards  duririg 
fiscal  year  1977  were  for  the  TRIDENT  missile  system.  Other  major 
awards  were  for  the  POSEIDON  missile,  P-3  OBION,  and  C-130  HERCULES 
aircraft.

United  Technologies  Corporation,  in  fifth  place  last  year  with 
$1,233  million  or  2.9  percent  of  total,  moved  up  to  third  place  in 
fiscal  year  1977  on  a  volume  of  $1,585  million  for  3»2  percent  of 
total.  Major  defense  contracts  were  for  the  F-100,  TF-30,  a-nd  TF-33 
aircraft  engines. 

Boeing  Company,  in  sixth  place  during  fiscal,  year  1976,  rose  to 
fourth  place  this  year  with  $404  million  more  in  awards.  During 
fiscal  year  1977,  contracts  were  for  the  Air  Warning  &  Control  System 
(AWACS),  MINUTEMAN  missile,  CH-47  CHINOOK  helicopter,  and  the  B-l 
bomber. 

General  Electric  Company,  in  fourth  place  during  fiscal  year  1976, 
fell  to  fifth  place  this  year  while  total  awards  increased  by  $173 
million.  Awards  for  the  most  part  were  for  turbofan  and  turbojet 
engines.  Other  substantial  contracts  were  for  the  F-l8  prototype, 

CH-47  CHINOOK,  R&D  for  B-l,  and  reactor  propulsion  plants. 

Rockwell  International  Corporation  moved  from  tenth  to  sixth  place 
as  contracts  received  in  fiscal  year  1977  were  $514  million  above  last 
year.  The  company's  major  contracts  were  for  the  B-l  Bomber,  MINUTEMAN 
missile,  miscellaneous  communication  equipment,  and  radar  and  navigational 
aids. 

Grumman  Corporation  whose  contracts  totaled  $1,428  million  ranks 
seventh.  This  was  an  increase  of  $446  million  from  the  $928  million 
total  during  fiscal  year  1976  when  they  were  in  eight  place.  The  largest 
contracts  with  Grumman  were  for  the  F-l4  TOMCAT .  Other  large  awards 
were  for  the  E-2  HAWKEYE,  A-6  INTRUDER,  and  EA-6B  PROWLER  aircraft. 

General  Dynamics  Corporation,  in  seventh  place  last  year,  fell  to 
eighth  place  this  year  even  with  increased  awards  of  $299  million. 

During  this  year,  contracts  included  the  F-l6  fighter  aircraft,  nuclear 
submarines,  and  the  Strategic  Cruise  Missile. 

Hughes  Aircraft  Company,  in  eleventh  place  during  fiscal  year  1976, 
moved  into  ninth  place  with  awards  of  $1,093  million,  an  increase  of 
$182  million.  The  1 Issile  contracts  of  this  company  include  the  TOW, 
PHOENIX,  MAVERICK,  the  ROLAND  anti-aircraft  missile,  and  guided  missile 
remote  control  systems  for  the  F-l4  TOMCAT. 

Northrop  Corporation,  in  third  place  last  year,  fell  to  tenth  place 
this  year  with  decreased  contract  awards  of  $433  million.  The  major 
defense  work  during  fiscal  year  1977  was  for  the  F-5  FREEDOM  FIGHTER. 


Raytheon  Company,  in  twelfth  place  last  year,  moved  up  to 
eleventh  place  this  year.  This  year's  contract  volume  reached  $l,04l 
million,  $257  million  more  than  last  year.  This  company's  major  work 
during  fiscal  year  1977  was  predominately  in  missiles  which  included 
the  HAWK,  SAM-D,  SPARROW,  TRIDENT,  NATO  SEA  SPARROW,  and  SIDEWINDER 
systems.
